Wa.siiin(iton, D. C, Sept. 7. — The ro- 
taliati<jn bill was again taken up in the 
house to-day. Nutting, of New York, 
criticized the President for not using the 
power given him eighteen luontlis ago, 
and stop])ing Canadian discrimination 
against American vessels pas.iiiig through 
Canadian caiial.s. Tho .Vmorican g iverti- 
uieiit, ho said, was to blame for the pres- 
ent diilicultios. It had relied upon Eng- 
lish lionor when the history of nations 
showed it wiu not safe to rely on English 
promises. 

Hooker, of Mississippi, insisted th.it 
tlie President had nut been derilcct in not 
exorcising tlie powur conferred on him by 
the law of 1887. Under that law the 
power of retaliation was limited to the 
exclusion of Canadian vessels from United 
States ports and did not extend to the 
stopjiing of tho shipment of goods in bond 
across Caiuulian territory. 

Cannon said, tho (juestion now present- 
ed boiled diiwn to tlio point, was whetliuf 
American fishermen had rights in com- 
mon with Canadian fiahermen. That was 
what they wanted and what they would 
have if article 29 of the treaty of 1871 was 
in force as Cannon contended it was. Ho 
then analyzed tho retaliation act of I87i! 
to show that it conferred ample power on 
the President to enable him to put a stop 
to Canadian wrongs and discrimination. 
The adniinistratio.i had adopted a Chinese 
policy and with its message was trying to 
frighten Canada by beating gongs. 

Nelson, of Minnesota, believed tho 
President already had ample power to re- 
taliate, but he would vote for tlie bill be- 
cause just now it might bo thought un- 
patriotic not to do so and because the bill 
did not contain such a thunderbolt as 
some gentlemen supposed.

But 
the tourist travel is increaHing. Victoria's 
fame as a delighiiul ;ilace in which In 
spend a few days or weoka of rccieatiuii 
siireading, and tiie opening up of new 
coinimuiicatious is swiftly causing a large 
augineiilatiou in regular travel. It has 
b«oii donmnatrated on many occasion.^ 
during the past summer that Victoria 
does not possess hotel facilities of a char- 
acter suflicient to comfortably house and 
provide for the great influ.x of liaitor; 
which has been attracted hero. Tourists 
have boon turned away from the tir.st- 
class hotels with the words, " no rooms," 
and as a conse<|iienco have sliorteiiod theii' 
stay and departed in some cases with re- 
sentful feelings. Tho fact that Victoria 
hotels lia\ e been Idled to overllowinj^ has 
deterred many poo[)lo of wealth from 
coming here, and in this way the city is 
the loser by ntany dollara. -Tacoina pos 
sesses a handsome, spacious and- comfort- 

building similar stiuotures, Vancouver, 
in the 0. P. R. Hotel, has 



very excellent house of entertainment 
_^nd]tisjie^ntfi,^^ this 
respect. Tliis upinion has been freely ex 
pressed of late, and it is now a'nnounced 
that Aid. Harris at the next meeting of 
the council will give notice of tho intro 
duction of a by-law to bonus a company to 
tho extent of $50,000, which will build a 
hotel within the city limits costing S^.'il),- 
000. Tliis action, wo think, will be en- 
dorsed by a majority of Victoria's citizens, 
and after the scliemu is jmt in shape and 
submitted to the voters, there i.s little 
doubt that they will freely give assent tu 
aby-law granting thesuin. Wearu inviting 
the outside world to come and enjoy, if 
only for a time, tlie delights and beauti, s 
and comforts of Victoria, and when they 
acquiesce, we should be in a position t(. 
entertain guests in a manner that will 
send them away in good humor and with 
pleasant inipressioijs. The investiuont of 
the sum mentioned would bring indirectly 
a handsome return to our city, and would 
tend greatly towanls its advanceiiieiit. 

FlSHKliY TliKATIKS. 



Our proverbially smart neighbors have 
an extraordinary record in connection with 
the various treaties which they have nude 
dealing with the lislieriea tiueatioii. For 
iJiany years they have been whining ami 
grumbling over t!ie lishery clauses ni the 
convention uf IHKS. Vet it is a vvell-es- 
tablishod historical fact that those ol inses 
(iiiilindied the propn.sal i.f their own ciuii- 
niisaionors. Thu Britiidi plenipotentia- 
ries knew little, and can.'il not very much, 
about where the best li.shing groundi- 
were. Messrs. Rush & Gallatin, the 
United States commissioners, were fully 
■ informed, and thought they were driving 
a very smart bargain with the Britishers. 
They had been told by American fisher 
men that the lish avoided tho inshore 
waters of Nova Scotia but kept chise l.i 
the land on certain jiarls uf iS'ewfonrid- 
land and Labrador. Acting upon this 
infoiuiatioii they pruimseil to renounce 
funu-rr thii I'iglit to lish within throe miles 
of the .New l'.nnisui(-i,, S.-otia, /md 

P. E. I.sland coasis and bays, provided 
they could obtain the liberty of fishing 
■where they believed fish was plentiful, 
on certain deiinod portions of the coasts 
of Newfoundland, the Straits of Belleisle 
and Labrador. Mr. Rush, one of the 
American negotiators, has left on rocoirl 
his atatement of tho fact.

Upon euli-riiit; a hut, 
when traveling, sonu- of Ihis p:u-ti;illy 
thawed meat is always oUitl-cI to the new- 
comer. 

Tho floor of the lint la covered with 
brush, upon wliich they sit during the 
day, aud spread skins to slei p upon aL 
night. 

Meat is cooked but. once ;i (l;iy. Aluuit 
five p. ni. a large liri! is st;ii i . d u nd t he 
pots are put on. Thi'se arr llic cu ' linai-y 
kettles of civilization, whlcii they gel in 
tradii, or, in their absence, pots made of 
native clay are used. The cooking is doiio 
by tho women, who tastu the nn-nt from 
the moment it is put ou tho fire until 
cooked.

N. Co.'s manager to refu.se to pass anyone 
to the dock until the passengers have Ijet n 
landed, and his lot is not a b.appy one. 
Mr. I'.riggs had signalled liiiii l.i' let a cer- 
tain li.ick down, and ihrcuigh the fact that 
several crowded the passage, together 
with hotel riiiineis .■md h.ackmen, and 
passengers awaiting the opening of the 
gates, some niisuiidorslanding aro.se, and 
high language was used by several liauk- 
'iien towards the'gatokoeiier, ami one or 
two hotel runners increaseil the discord 
hy joining their loud and abusive language 
against the keeper. P.assengers coming 
from the bo.-il ami waiting to go down 
were compelled to listen lo loud oaths, 
curses and l.lireain, and were prevented 
from gaining the street above. If a pidiee- 
mau was present he did not show liiinsidf 
and tho unseemly conduct of the 
runners continued for some time, 
during whi«:h one fellow by pricking a 
horse endeavored to cause a stampede.

A way out of the dilli- 
eiilly iw.iild bo by the company moving 
Ihe gale up to a line with the street, thus 
conipelliiig the iiolice to preserve .irdei 
and kee]) the street clear from id).-,lrue 
tion. The nuisance is In^uomiiig inlol.'i - 
able, and both the steamer company and 
the police should t.ake iiie.iii.s lo ab.ile it. 
An unfav<irablo niipression is givei' to 
strangers on their tirst entry on our 
streets. An example or two in the police 
ooiirt would prr)ve of benefit.

Valuable Infurmatlon ConceruliiK the Oeiusc 
of the Currents of the Paclflc.

and oiilisb the services of captains of 
coasters, soalei's, prosiiectors, loggers, etc., 
as well missionaries, traders and li.diaii 
agents tu notice and report any unusual 
phenomenon along our coasts, such as 
drift-lojjs, roots, limbs, etc., of thu red- 
wood trees of California, wreclrago, buoys, 
tropical trees, bottles containing notices 
from shipsciossiiig tho ocean, orauylhin^ 
unusual 1 lial, might be thrown upon our 
shores. -Ml such things will help lo de- 
terniiiie the dircciioii and I'orco of the 
ciirrent.s of the ocean along the westside 
of this eontineiil , which at iiresent is but 
very imperfectly known. Any informa- 
tion of thu above description addreaaed to 
Professor (J. Davidson, U. S. coaat and 
geodetic survey, .San Francisco, or to J. 
Devereiix, dry dock, lisqnimalt, will be 
thankfully received.

this Island for redwood lirift logs, anil 
not hoariiig fnun that locality for so long 
a time I lieg;iii lo despair of ever obtain- 
ing any information from thence, as 1 no 
longer go to sea and take notes and ob- 
servations fin- myself — however, some im- 
portant iufurinatuin on the subject has 
como t.ii hand and 1 still hope for more. 
Tho coast, as you are aware, from Port 
San Juan to Cape Bcale isa very inhrispit- 
able shore, and not often visited by white 
men; however, I do not despair of gaining 
inforiiiatioii from that district. Enclosed 
1 smid yovi an extract from a letter from 
Mr. il. Guillud, Indian agont on the 
west coa.st, who during summer extends 
li is visits along the whole length of the 
island, and as I his is done in canoes be 
has iiiiicli eampinglo do, wdiich alhnals 
liiiii favor,iMe oppi iriunit ies for observa- 
tion. Two of I he gent huiiun I wrote to, 
the Reverend Fathers Brabant and Nicbo- 
liiie, statitmed on the west coast of this 
island, are now in town, and in answer to 
my enquiries they both say that the red- 
wood is well known to the Indians from 
1 le.sqiiial lo Kyoqiiol, Nasparte, Khiskino 
and l^)iiiil:dno Inlets and Sounds; but it 
ap|iuara that Cajie Cook calclies the niost 
of this redwood, and that not only coasi - 
vviirii trees, but also fresh .saw-logs are 
fiiuiid, and much prized b}' the Indians, 
who apht them up for boards to build 
thoir hoiiaos with. 

It would seem that from Heaqiiiat, 
eiislwanl, these logs ai-o not :,o well 
knou II whet her I he I ides fn uu tho .Si rait 
of ill- l"'iii;a has anything to do with this 
pheiioiiii-non or not reiuniiis to be iiroved.

Uev. Kiiliert Niiiii .se'K Leiiure Last .Kvi iliiitT - 
The hecturi'i' Creates a Must Kavoriililc 
Iinpri'Hsleii. 

The Wesleyan Methodist Church, Paii- 
doni street, was woU Idled last evening b}- 
an audience anxious to bear Rev. Robert 
Nourso, the distinguished pulpit orator, 
lecture on tho subject of "John and Jon- 
athan." 

At 8 o'clock Rev. IMr. Nourse ascended 
the platform, being introduced Uy Rev. 
Mr. Waduian, who in.'ide a tew amusiim 
remarks in coniieelioii with the emiiionl 
lecturer. 

The rev. lecturer commenced by stating 
the ciicuinstances which induced him to 
become a public lecturer, and said that 
during the lifteeii ye.'us be bad been be- 
fore the luiblic he ventured to say no one 
had dime more to foster a bidter feeling 
between the I'liileil Slates and 
Mother Country. This was the liist time 
he had spoken to a purely British aud- 
ience, and he hardly knew iiow to handle 
such. ITe was accustomed to ad- 
dressing .-V mcricans, and siipnosed tlie best 
thing to do under I lie circumstances was 
to imagine llic present ;iildience composed 
of .-Vnierirans, and give them 
the leclme as it was delivered 
heretofore. He llieii drew an imaginary 
picture of a typical jOiiglisliinan, and said, 
"this is John". While the typical Yan- 
kee was ".loiuithan." It took 1200 year.s 
tu bring John to his present stale of per- 
fecl ion, while .lonatlian had . nly an ex- 
istence of about 200 years. There was a 
great d<-al ol ignorance in Americi with 
reference to Kiiglaiid, and likewise in 
England with reference to lliings Aineri 
cm, and it was to dis.sipale Ibis ignorance 
and prejudice that be liesigned lo lecture. 
He related an aiiiiisiiig story of an old 
lilnglisli lady's impression of .•\merioa, 
her idea being thai llie I niled Stales was 
a mere village wIu-m-- all llie ]ienple were 
known to each oilier, and who seouled 
tlio idea aa iireposlerous thai the iMississ- 
ippi river was 2,U0l> miles long.
